In this way one 
can judge the exact amount of 
grain to add so that the poison | 
mixture will be moist but not| 
sloppy. This should be allowed | 
to stand a few hours before being | 


used. Then by means of a long 
handled spoon, a small amount 
of the poison should be placed | 


well into the gopher hole so that |
